The Wish Project 
reaches out 


Program helping families in need

LOWELL - It started out of 
her house, A tiny ranch in 
Lowell. Then it spread to her 
porch, Then her garage. 
Donna Hunnewell was running 
out of space for all the dona- 
tions she had been collecting. 
Now it reaches all the way into 

Wilmington. 

Hunnewell is the founder of 
The Wish Project, an organiza- 
tion that serves local clients in 
need: spousal assault victims, 
the elderly, motel-families, 


mentally retarded adults, foster 
care children, children with 
AIDs and single adults in shel- 
ters. A staggering number of 
people in the Middlesex County. 
All whom she hopes to help 
through an organization she 
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started out of her home. 

Eight years ago, Hunnewell 
left a hectic career as a corpo- 
rate trainer within the high 
tech industry, teaching infrared 
camera technology to Navy 
Seals. She left the frequent 
travel and fast-paced lifestyle 
behind to become a stay-at- 
home mother. But soon after- 
wards, realized the thought of 
actually staying at home was 
not appealing at all, “I had 9 
months to find something to do 
while pregnant,” she said. 

Inspired by her father, she 
began a quest to help the home- 
less. “My father always found 
stuff and gave it to people who 
had nothing. No matter how 
poor we were, there were 
always people who were poor- 
er,” Hunnewell said of her 
father’s generosity in packing 
up their car at a moment's 
hotice and driving it up to poor 
relatives in the Appalachian, 
Mountains. When her father 
died in 2003, The Wish Project 
was born. 

After volunteering with vari- 
ous organizations and agencies, 
“I found there was a huge need 
for ‘stuff’ - furniture, clothing, 
pots and pans.” One day, 
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Izabella Hardimon, age 4, of Wilmington, took «

A look back at Wilmington of yesteryear... 


Buried treasure in Wilmington? 


WILMINGTON - One of the 
most fascinating tales in 
Wilmington is that of Capt 
Kidd and buried treasure. Capt 

Kidd was sent by the English in 
the 1690's to stop piracy in the 
area off the east coast of 
Africa, the same area where 
pirates from Somalia are active 
today. 

The Wilmington aspect of the 
Capt. Kidd legend is set at the 
Richard Harnden home site in 
North Wilmington. The house 
was on a hill overlooking the 
Andover Road. Today, 67 High 
St. is the third house on the 
site. The area was radically 

by the construction of 
Route 93 in the mid-to-late 
1950's. 

Half a mile to the north, in the 

area once known as the “Land 


of Nod” is a small cave known 
as Devil's Den. It is a natural 
cave, which goes in only a few 
feet 

The legend is that Capt 
William Kidd was seen by chil 
dren of the Harnden family, dri- 
ving an ox cart, heavily laden, 
headed north. With him was a 
black man, presumably a slave. 

Later in the day, the legend 
goes, Capt. Kidd was seen 
headed south with the ox cart, 
now empty. And the black man 
was not with him. 

The road along which he 
would have traveled was then 
known as The Andover Road, 
the only road north out of 
Boston. Today, it is Woburn 
Street and part of High Street

position, and that is that Capt. 
Kidd had hidden a fortune in 
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their 20's and 30's.

‘Found money”—that’s what 
some vacation-home owners call 
the cash they get renting out their 
cottage-by-the-sea or other proper- 
ty for 14 days or less during the 
year. Thats because such income 
is tax-free; you don't even have to 
report it 

Once you rent out the house for 
more than 14 days, you must report 
the income, but you get to deduct 
rental expenses. How good a deal 
that is depends on how often you 
use the house yourself 

If you use it for more than 14 
days, it’s still your personal resi- 
dence. You can deduct rental 
expenses up to the rental income, 
but not losses. If you use the house 
for less than 14 days, or less than 
10 percent of the time it is rented, 
then you've got a business—and a 
nice tax shelter. You can deduct 
expenses and, depending on your 
income, up to $25,000 in losses a 
year, But be careful. The IRS is 
Sticky about personal use. Family 
visits, even days donated to charity, 
count as personal use; fix-up days 
don't

“Wouldn’t it be great to get 
Christmas trees for the home- 
less living in motels this year?” 
Hunnewell sent out an email 
and Joyce Hamlin from The 
Girl Scouts of Wilmington and 
Tewksbury responded. The 
group assisted in donating over 
80 trees. “Because Joyce 
Hamlin was so well connected, 
she was able to get the word 
out,” Hunnewell said, “I was in 
awe that by simply sending out 


Based on this concept, 
Hunnewell then began to send 
out weekly emails out with a 
“wish list”, itemizing the types 
of donations needed. 

Initially called “The Wish 
List” the project matched 
donors online with local agen- 
cies. But Hunnewell soon found 
that there was a shortage of 
space needed for all the donat- 
ed items. No one had the 
resources necessary: trucks, 
storage, or enough volunteers 
to meet the needs of clients. 
This prompted Hunnewell to 
make the objective a goods 
bank, and it became known as 
The Wish Project. Based on 
the food bank model, The Wish 
Project is unique in that it is 
the only goods bank model in 
the country. 

“All major cities have a food 
bank. No one had a goods 
bank. We get stuff from all 
over the country, all year long, 
so the donations are here when 
needed at the right time.” 

The city of Lowell 
Hunger/Homeless Commission 
recognized Hunnewell’s efforts 
and in conjunction with a 
Community Development Block 
Grant, The Wish Project was 
able to move into a 13,000 
square foot warehouse by 2006. 

Today, caseworkers from 
more than 100 agencies receive 
weekly newsletters via email, 
and in turn email Hunnewell 
with wish-lists for their low- 
income clients. Those lists are 
then sent out to the public. 

The Wish Project has been 
working in tandem with these 
agencies to service govern- 
ment, faith-based, and private 
non-profit organizational orga- 
nizations in need. 

“We are a new layer of help to 
the existing system. We're a 


systemic support to all the 
social service agencies.” 

The project's service can be 
categorized in two ways: crisis 
and 1-week fulfillment. 

For families in crisis, 
Hunnewell says, “Supplies go 
out to the motel families 
through the DTA (Department 
of Transitional Assistance) 
where the homeless go until 
there is assistance. These fam- 
ilies are stranded on many lev- 
els - like an apartment fire for 
example, where they become 
instantly homeless, no insur- 
ance, nothing. They walk out 
with the clothing on their 
backs,” Hunnewell said. 

The project also helps fire vic- 
tims, flood victims and other 
disasters that displace families. 
“We receive wishes from these 
crisis needs. For people that 
need something ‘today’ - used 
goods, furniture, clothing.” 
These donated items are then 
delivered by caseworkers. 

The Wish Project also ser- 
vices 1-week fulfillment. These 
donations are used in very real 
ways, not necessarily consid- 
ered by the public, “New moth- 
ers need strollers to go grocery 
shopping. People with throat 
cancer need blenders or food 
processors to prepare their 
food. These things are for peo- 
ple with no income,” Hunnewell 
said. 

She believes one strong asset 
of The Wish Project is to lessen 
the load for caseworkers. By 
providing the items in one cen- 
tralized location, caseworkers 
do not have to drive around 
town trying to find things for 
clients. “It frees up their time 
to do their jobs, by not spending 
time on the phone, securing 
beds and cribs.” 

The project even has a pro- 
gram specifically for beds, 
called the “Beds for Kids 
Program”. The website tells 
donors how they can sponsor a 
bed, citing “For an $80 donation 
we can provide a new mattress 
set, frame and bedding to a

local child. More than 2/3 of 
our clients are kids. In this day 
and age in America, no child 
should be sleeping on the floor 
for lack of a bed.” 

By accépting furniture and 
other large items for donation, 
The Wish Project hopes to 
improve the environment by 
reducing the bulky waste 
dumped into landfills. Last 
year, the company saved Lowell 
over $37,000 in tipping fees, 
what the city pays for dumping 
waste, “Massachusetts histori- 
cally has high tipping fees. We 
save furniture from being 
dumped into landfills, and put it 
back into use, For every person 
who needs a bed there is some- 
one willing to get rid of a bed.” 

Each month, The Wish 
Project focuses on a subgroup 
in needy areas. Past projects 
have included Backpack 
Attack, Blanket the Valley, and 
this month, The Magic of 
Christmas. 

“The point of service projects 
is to get seasonal goods out in 
large quantity when needed,” 
Hunnewell explained. “The 
project matches donor families 
to recipient families - with the 
caseworker as the go-between.” 

The Wish Project also ser- 
vices families outside of its 
Lowell headquarters. In fact, 
the organization is currently 
helping needy families in 
Wilmington, and to date there 
are 8-9 families still in need of 
sponsoring. 

Another unknown fact about 
The Wish Project - if they do 
not receive proper funding 
soon, they may be closing their 
own doors in the New Year. 

“The state gave us an ear- 
mark in last year’s budget for 
$75,000. This year, we have 
received nothing,” Hunnewell 
said. The operation, consid- 
ered relatively new in its cur- 
rently location, has barely had 
time to find its legs. “I’m the 
only full time-employee,” she 
said. Hunnewell is desperate to 
hire staff, such as a coordinator 


to manage the 10,000 volunteer 
hours they had this year and to 
handle grant paperwork crucial 
to the organization, as well as 
workers to unload trucks and 
help with incoming donations, 

And of course funding is cru- 
cial to keep the lights and heat 
on. “We need a big warehouse 
to do what we do. It takes 
money to run.” It is 50 degrees 
inher warehouse. She works 
without heat and she has=to 
dress very warmly all winter 
long in order to work in the 
warehouse at all. 

For now, the organization 
operates by the generosity of 
volunteers, “Most of our donors 
start out as volunteers,” she 
noted, “Last year, we received 
$80,000 in private donations. 
This year, people just don’t 
have it in them. Donations are 
down.” Without revenue, she’s 
running on steam. 

For those able to contribute 
this holiday season, Hunnewell 
says to consider The Wish 
Project as a good investment, 
“For every dollar you invest, we 
leverage that into $3.50 worth of 
goods. If you're going to donate 
money, make it go further.” she 
said, adding a helpful tip, “And 
if you write a check, one-hun- 
dred percent goes directly into 
the charity instead of losing a 
percentage to processing fees 
associated with credit cards.” 

Hunnewell is hoping that 
somehow funding will come 
through next year. “We didn’t 
anticipate the economy would 
be this bad. Tax laws do not 
make it any easier. We're work- 
ing every angle we can.”

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Beware of Disaster Scammers 


BOSTON - As New England 
works to recover from the pow- 
erful ice storm that Jeft millions 
without power, neighbors are 
coming together to help each 


) other and all levels of govern- 


ment along with the private 
sector are working together to 
restore a sense of normalcy. 
Unfortunately there is also a 
small group out there seeking 
to take advantage of those 
affected by the storm. 

There have been reports of 
scammers posing as officials 
from utilities or as government 
officials. These scammers ask 
for a payment in order to get 
power restored or speed along 
the delivery of assistance. 
Legitimate officials will never 
request such payments. 

There are several steps that 
individuals can take to avoid 
being victimized by such scam 
artists: 

* Request identification from 
anyone that visits your home. 
Actual officials will be able to 
provide their name and identifi- 
cation. 

* Do not provide credit card 
or banking information to any- 
one who comes to your home 
unannounced. 

* If you have a concern about 
a person claiming to be a con- 
tractor, contact your state 
Attorney General's office. 

If state or federal disaster 
assistance is made available to 
individuals in the areas affect- 
ed by the ice storm, that 
announcement will be heavily 
publicized by state and local 
officials and the news media. |

such a mission, but eventually 
was persuaded, He was com- 
missioned as a privateer and 
given authority to put down 
precy in the Indian Ocean and 

Red Sea area. He was also 
given a commission of 
reprisals, authority to seize 
French vessels. He was gi 
command of the Adventure 
Galley, which was specially 
built for the mission. Funding 
for the ship was provided by 
private investors, who would 
get a share of anything Kidd 
might seize. 

Things did not go well. Even 
before he was out of the 
Thames, Kidd had an 
encounter with the Royal Navy, 
which arrested part of his crew. 
He sailed to New York, and 
Sought additional crew mem- 
bers. What he ended up with 
was a collection of sailors of 
similar caliber to the pirates he 
was hunting. 

Kidd was gone for three years, 
Initially, he sailed for 
Madagascar, but found no 
pirates there. His presence and 
mission was obvious to sailors 
in the region, and he had diffi- 
culty procuring water and sup- 
plies in ports around the Indian 
Ocean. He lost a significant 
part of the crew to illness, and 
many of the remaining men 
turned against him.

Five days later, Kidd realized 
that the Quedah Merchant was 
captained by an Englishman 
and owned by Armenians. This 
meant that Kidd had no author- 
ity for what he had done. He 
proposed letting the ship go, 
but his crew would have noth- 
ing of it. They wanted their 
share of the booty. His actions 
were not unnoticed in London. 
Merchants approached 
Parliament and had Kidd 
declared a pirate. Kidd’s sup- 
porters turned against him. 

Kidd eventually made his way 
to the West Indies, where he 
secreted the Quedah and trans- 
ferred the loot to a sloop, the 
St. Anthony. He then sailed for 
New York where he hired an 
attorney to approach Lord 
Bellamont, in Boston. 

He then supposedly buried a 
treasure worth 20,000 pounds on 
Gardiner’s Island, at the east- 
erly end of Long Island, and set 
a cairn to mark the spot. He 
gave the owner of the island, 
Jonathan Gardiner, some valu- 
able silk fabric. He also stashed 
some valuables with friends. 

Hoping to use his influence 
with Bellamont, he sent some 
jewelry to Bellamont’s wife. 

He landed in Boston on July 3, 
1699. Then on July 6, Bellamont 
had him arrested, Bellamont 
sent a messenger to Gardiner’s 
Island and the loot was suppos- 
edly recovered. 

Capt. Kidd was sent to London 
in February 1700. He was 
charged with piracy and the 
murder of one of his crew, 
William Moore. Then in May, 
1701, was convicted and sen- 


national song writing contest 
though Flight Safe Music 
Publishing. 

Highlighting the group’s age 
proved to be a real benefit - 
making them a_ standout 
amongst the competition.

Online reviews have 
called the band “the next gen- 
eration Rush,” “early RATT 
with Styx or YES-like har- 
monies” and described their 
music as “complex andinterest- 
ing” with “soaring harmonies 
and driving guitar.” 

As a result of winning Pick 
the Band’s contest, Mindwalk 
Blvd. was to originally have 
their song produced by Don 
Gilmore. However the group 
was only available to record 
during their winter break from 
school. Yet another barrier 
the young group faced. 

Pick the Band founding mem- 
ber Roie Avin believed so much 
in the band, he did not want to 
lose the momentum created by 
the contest. Instead, he may 
have record producer Andrew 
Mudrock produce for the group. 
Mudrock is known for produc- 
ing acts such as Godsmack and 
Avenged Sevenfold. 

“Roie liked Mindwalk so 
much, that they wanted to do 
three songs, possibly a full 
album,” said Gonnam. 

Gonnan contains her excite- 
ment about her son’s budding 
stardom. “It’s fun. We don’t 
take it too seriously.” The 
important thing, she adds, is 
that her son enjoys what he is 
doing and loves being on stage. 

Gonnam hopes to see the 
recent winnings come to 
fruition, unlike the VHI’s “Your 
Move With YES!” contest, in 
which Mindwalk Blvd was 
named as one of three finalists 
in the national competition.

tenced to hang. When Kidd was 
pushed off the gallows, though, 
the rope broke and he landed in 
the mud below, alive. He was 
carried back up and hanged 
again, this time successfully. 

Kidd's exploits prior to his 
arrest, though, generated many 
stories of buried treasure along 
or near the New England coast. 
There are other towns that 
have tales of Capt. Kidd’s trea- 
sure. 

Those three days in July 1699 
seem to the only opportunity 
for Capt. Kidd to have taken an 
ox cart and driven to Devil's 
Den in Wilmington. If he went 
to Devil’s Den, he would have to 
have used a fast ox. 

Who were the children living 
at the Harnden house in 1699? 

Benjamin Harnden, Richard's 
second son, was living in the 
Richard Harnden house at that 
time. John, Richard’s oldest 
son, lived six hundred yards to 
the south. 

Benjamin's oldest daughter, 
Elizabeth, was born on Sept. 25, 
1692 - she would have been not 
quite seven. Hannah, born Oct 
16, 1694, was almost five. 
Benjamin Jr. was born on Oct 
12, 1697. There were also twins 
Richard and Samuel, born June 
16, 1699. They would have been 
two weeks old at the time. 

John’s daughters Susan and 
Abigail were about the same 
age as Elizabeth. Although 
their house was farther back 
from the road, they would prob- 
ably have been outdoors on a 
summer day. If someone did go 
up the road in an ox cart, they 
possibly could have seen him. 
Or was it just one of the stories 
that developed at the time? Did 
someone in the family make it 
up to entertain the children?

Female Athlete of the Year: Lani Cabral-Pini

‘Think about this for a minute. 
She’s a three-sport captain at a 
Division 3 college and she 
maintains a 3.9 GPA. That’s 
simply unfathomable. 

Wilmington resident Lani 
Cabral-Pini has been named to 
the all-conference team in two 
of the sports while at Lesley 
College, and she also ranked 
first in the entire nation in two 
statistical categories in soft- 
ball. She was the major reason 
why the basketball and soccer 
teams turned their entire pro- 
grams around. In softball, she 
helped lead the team to the 
school’s first ever league title 
and first ever trip to the NCAA 
‘Tournament. 

She stands at 5-feet, and has 
taken cortisone shots in her 
foot, just so she could continue 
to play basketball last winter. 

And yet throughout it all, the 
4:30 am practices, the 8:00 pm 
practices, the cortisone shots, 
the traveling for all three 
sports, Cabral-Pini has main- 
tained a 3.9 Grade Point 
Average. How absurd is that? 

In 2004, Cabral-Pini was 
named the ‘Town Crier’s 
Female Athlete of the Year 
after a terrific career at WHS. 
She was a three-sport captain, 
named to league all-star teams, 
and helped the soccer, basket- 
ball and softball teams reach 
the state tournament. 

Since graduating in June of 
2005, she has gone on to study 
Elementary Education at 
Lesley College in Cambridge. 
She's now a senior, and she’s 
enjoying her student teaching 
at the Dallin Elementary 
School in Arlington. 

She’s 21 years old now, still is 
5-0 “with shoes on”, and still is 
that bubbly kid, who works 
extremely hard in the class- 
room and on any soccer field, 
basketball court or softball dia- 
mond. She’s become the first 


female in Wilmington to take 
the Town Crier Athlete of the 
Year honors twice and she’s the 
only female athlete in the past 
20 years (and maybe ever?) to 
earn 12 varsity letters in high 
school and 12 varsity letters in 
college. 
“She's up there as one of the 
best players I’ve ever coached,” 
said Lesley College head soft- 
ball coach Jen Benway. “She’s 
just such a phenomenal athlete, 
and we are very lucky to have 
her. I have seen other kids do 
the three sports, but it’s rare to 
see someone do well in two 
sports, nevermind excel in 
three, which is what she does. 

“She's a great soccer player 
and I know that basketball is 
her true love. She’s an awesome 
player in all three sports, and 
she has a 3.9 GPA, which to me 
is just ridiculous. She works 
really hard to be a great role 
model for younger kids.” 

Just this past week, it. was 
announced that Cabral-Pini 


was sel by the New 
England” Women's 
Intercollegiate Soccer 


Association to play in 2008 Sr. 
Bowl, which is a huge achieve- 
ment. 

“Lani is a gamer,” said Lesley 
College soccer coach Paul 
Vasconcelus, “She trains well, 
she’s been a two-year captain 
and to be named to the Sr. Bowl 
is just a phenomenal recogni- 
tion. To play really well in all 
three sports with a 3.9 GPA is 
really incredible. I hope I get 
another kid who can do all of 
that, but I know it’s never going 
to happen.” 


Taking a Charge 
Cabral-Pini played her sopho- 
more and junior basketball sea- 
sons for Dan Hunt. He had pre- 
viously coached at 
Northeastern, came over to 
Lesley, and now is an assistant 
at Bentley College. During her 


freshman and sophomore sea- 
sons, Cabral-Pini averaged 6.0 
and 6.9 points per game. She 
had a 38 percent field goal rate 
as a sophomore and in both 
seasons she compiled very 
close stats with 60 and 56 
assists and 57 steals in each 
season, 

Last year as a junior, statisti- 
cally she took a step back drop- 
ping to 4.7 points per game, 
buts he still managed to aver- 
age nearly three assists and 
three steals a game, all the 
while her team broke a school 
record finishing with 11 victo- 
ries. 

“Lani is one of those players 
whose stats never define who 
she is,” said Hunt. “She sets 
the tone for us both offensively 
and defensively. She was our 
point guard and she would dis- 
tribute the ball, and just really 
sets the tone for us.” 

In high school, Cabral-Pini 
played basketball for a very 
demanding and a very tough 
coach named Al Duffett. In her 
first three years in college, that 
personality from her coach 
really didn’t change. 

“Truth be told, I was very 
tough on Lani, but at the same 
time I became very close with 
her,” said Hunt. “At the time, I 
needed her to grow into becom- 
ing a leader and she did that.” 

Cabral-Pini said that Hunt 
was very tough, but she learned 
a lot even though she didn’t 
think she helped the team out 
as much as she would have 
liked. 

“Last year was the worst 
shooting season of my life,” she 
said. “I didn’t want to shoot, 
and when I did, I couldn't buy a 
shot. Nothing was working. I 
got three cortisone shots and I 
don't know if I picked up bad 
habits because of the way I was 
pushing off, but I just really 
struggled shooting the ball.” 

The 2008-09 season has

A Free Pass 


In high school, the best sport 
for Cabral-Pini was softball. 
She could really dominate 
games with her speed, her abil- 
ity to get on base and strong 
defensive skills, mostly as a 
shortstop. That seems to have 
carried over in the college 
ranks. 

After batting .267 as a fresh- 
man, and .300 as a sophomore, 
Cabral-Pini put together a 
dynamic career year this past 
spring for the Lynx Softball 
team. 

As a junior captain, the lead- 
off hitter and shortstop, com- 
piled a batting average of .368 
with 14 RBI and 15 stolen bases. 
On top of that she drew 44 
walks and scored 61 runs, an 
average of 0.98 and 1.45 per 
game, respectively, which was 
best out of any Division 3 play- 
er in the entire country. She 
ranked lth in the country with 
an on base percentage of .565. 

She also had a .951 fielding 
percentage which helped earn 
her a selection to the North

Even before high school 
Cabral-Pini learned how to slap 
and bunt, mostly playing under 
her mother ‘Audrey, who 
coached her in various summer 
teams and tournaments. When 
she reached the collegiate 
level, she continued to bunt a 
lot, and she did switch-hit 

“Last year I started to do 
more of the slap and bunts,” 
she said. “My hands are quick 
so I can pull the ball from the 
left side. And when you get up 
lefty and you do it, you just 
catch other teams off guard.” 

That ability helped Cabral- 
Pini beat out many infield hits, 
steal bases, score runs and help 
the team win. She didn’t know 
until the season was over that 
she held the record for walks 
and runs per game throughout 
the entire country. 

“I had no idea until my coach 
read it off at the banquet,” said 
Cabral-Pini, who was selected 
as a National Fast Pitch 
Coaches Association Scholar 
Athlete for all three years 
“There was no way I was 
believing that. I never realized 
that I scored that many runs.” 

Benway still has Cabral-Pini 
for one more season, which 
officially gets underway in 
February.

They were high 
school sweethearts, got mar- 
ried, moved to Wilmington 
and had two daughters, 
Melodie and Lani. Audrey con- 
tinued her love for sports 
serving as the girls’ basket- 
ball coach at Cambridge 
Ridge and Latin, while also 
being employed as a teacher 
at the school. é 

After about ten years as 
head coach, she resigned and 
had since joined the WHS 
staff. She had served as a 
longtime assistant coach in 
softball under both Paul 
Lyman and Bob Surran, but in 
October she was named the 
new varsity coach, replacing 
Surran who resigned after the 
2008 season was completed.

have a long way to go,” he said 
last Thursday before the team 
took on Reading for its third 
pre-season. scrimmage. 
“Honestly, I thought we would 
be a little bit further along than 
where we are but I would 
attribute that to the fact that a 
lot of these guys play multiple 
sports.

That’s the thing is we have to 
break down that barrier and 
take it that one extra step.”

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Its time to shake hands and play the game 


Last week, a bunch of sup- 
posedly intelligent people were 
in court to talk about some- 
thing that should ultimately be 
so simple in sports - the post- 
game handshake. Time was 
wasted and lawyers not really 
needing any more money 
clogged up the court and 
debated an absurdity. You got 
that right-an absurdity, so 
much nonsense, and a waste of 
time. And, I’m not the only one 
who thinks so. Let’s review the 
result so far for all of you that 
missed this little piece of news 
wedged down somewhere at 
the bottom of a local sports 
page. 

Judge Christine M. Roach of 
the Worcester Superior Court 
refused to grant an injunction 
to the Massachusetts State 
Board of Officials Association. 
The outcome? Now, at the con- 
clusion of all MIAA basketball 
games, the referees will be 
required to hang around at 
courtside to ‘observe’ a 
postgame handshake ceremo- 
ny between the two teams, 

Remember the good old 
days, when officials used good 
judgment and didn’t need to 
be told what was best for the 
game? Remember when play- 
ers thought of the handshake 
as something resembling good 
sportsmanship and not an 
excuse to get close enough to 
an opponent to incite a riot? 

Well, forget about it, because 
some lawyers got involved, 
and now they made a mess of 
a natural response that sane 
people shduld just think about 
as part of the game. 

This all started in November 
of 2007 when the 
Massachusetts Interscholasti¢ 
Athletic Council voted that in 
the fall of 2008, officials would 
be required to remain at the 
team competition site until the 
handshake ceremony was con- 
cluded. I'm not kidding, that's 
how it reads. You can’t make 
this nonsense up. It’s like 
telling someone to brush his 
teeth in the morning. It also 
stretches common _ sense 
regarding the notion that 
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someone should have the good 
(or bad) sense to feel trouble 
brewing. 

This stems from some inci- 
dents that saw fan and player 
‘involvement’. Too often, this 
stuff is blamed on inner-city 
basketball, but I’m here to tell 
you that a riot can happen in 
Andover and Dorchester to the 
same degree. There are 
nitwits everywhere. They can 
be coaches, players, parents 
and fans. 

I have never felt unsafe or 
the need for police protection 
at the hundreds of basketball 
games that I've seen over 35 
years. There will be some for- 
mer teammates and oppo- 
nents that would tell you that I 
would be the first one to help 
start a fight, but that’s a story 
for another day. Even when I 
was playing, ultimately I 
respected the official. And, no 
one had to hang around to 
watch if I shook an opponent's 
hand. I would just do it, no 
matter what the outcome of 
the°game. Now, we have to 
make another rule about 
something that should come 
naturally. The last time I 
heard, this was America, 
when an official had the right 
to make a decision about how 
to respond when two teams 
reacted badly after a game. 
Now, it’s an order, and it’s 
downright silly. 

Tewksbury*High School var- 
sity coach Jim Sullivan has 
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been an official and a coach 
for about 17 years. Now, he 
limits his refereeing duties to 
some adult league games. He 
sees the issue and responds to 
it as something that is not 
worth all this time and effort. 

“The officials have made it 
an issue. Some of their points 
are justifiable, and some 
aren’t in my mind,” says 
Sullivan, “Things like proximi- 
ty to the court and the fans are 
legitimate points. I’ve never 
been in that situation that 
some guys have been in, so I 
can’t really speak to it. Some 
officials that I know have got- 
ten caught in these situations. 
But, I can't remember a fan 
ever attacking an official. I’ve 
seen coaches chasing officials, 
and that certainly isn’t right, 
but that has nothing to do with 
that handshake issue. I don’t 
know why this has become 
such a big issue.” 

“ As a coach, I can’t under- 
stand it. I would rather see the 
handshake take place before 
the game. That was my pro- 
posal to the officials last year 
when they came to our gym. 
The MIAA set the rule, so we 
live by the rule. I sat through a 
three-hour meeting of our 
board last year, and it’s gotten 
ridiculously petty. It's absurd. 
That’s the best word that I 
could use,” said Sullivan. 

Tony Romano has spent 43 
years as a member of the 
IAABO #95 officiating basket- 
ball games, along with coach- 
ing stints at Tewksbury High 
School and the University of 
Lowell. When this guy talks 
about any issue regarding bas- 
ketball, people generally lis- 
ten. 

“It seems to me that the cul- 
ture of basketball needs to 
change,” says Romano. “The 
idea that officials control the 
outcome of too many games at 
all levels-youth, school, col- 
lege and pro, is not good for 
the game. Officiating basket- 
ball games is not easy. 
Decisions on just when to blow 
the whistle is only as good as 
your view of particular plays 
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and understanding of the 
rules. High school games are 
supposed to start, with a cap- 
tains’ meeting where the ref- 
erees clearly state the expec- 
tations of ‘no taunting’, good 
sportsmanship and the mes- 
sage that says-‘good luck and 
have a good game. 

“I -support the MIAA’s mis- 
sion to promote a culture of 
fairness, respect, responsibili- 
ty and civility. We should be 
encouraging positive behavior 
in the athletes, coaches, par- 
ents and spectators. I also sup- 
port the MIAA effort to con- 
duct the brief postgame hand- 
shake ceremony - in full view 
of the spectators - that meets 
the expectations of site man- 
agers, coaches, officials and 
student-athletes. The notion 
that refs should run for the 
lives after all games is wrong. 
There are rare occasions, as 
permitted by the MIAA proto- 
cols that do allow officials to 
leave immediately with the 
support of the site manager. 
This would let officials use the 
same skills that they use in 
making countless decisions 
during the game. Officials 
should know when to stay and 
when to go,” said Romano. 

Lawyers Adam Goldberger 
and Warren S. Heller argued 
for the MSBOA that officials 
would face potential danger if 
they hung around for a 
postgame handshake. I don’t 
need to hear some lawyer 
argue a point when I can listen 
to Romano over a cup of cof- 
fee. More legitimate basket- 
ball information and less 
baloney. 

This discussion unfortunate- 
ly involves basketball and not 
all sports, but when it comes 
around to that angle, it’s again 
best to go to another veteran 
of coaching, playing and offi- 
ciating. Don’t forget some 
administrating background for 
current Lowell Catholic High 
School Athletic Director 
Mickey Sullivan. The former 
Tewksbury High School AD 
has officiated high school and 
collegiate events for over 25 
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years. No matter how rough a 
game got as a player or a 
coach, Sullivan was always 
around for a handshake, and 
he was a tough customer 
around both backboards dur- 
ing his playing days. It goes to 
show that even the toughest of 
players can be a gentleman. 

“T have never been apprehen- 
sive at the end of a game 
because of bad conduct by 
fans, players or coaches in all 
my years as an official and 
administrator,” said Sullivan. 
“Only a few times did any 
trouble start after the game, 
and that was always in the 
officials’ locker rooms, which 
in many cases were in close 
proximity to the home team. 
As athletic director, I will 
watch a game and look for the 
possibility of problems. I have 
in a few cases told officials 
during a stoppage late in the 
game (free throw or timeout) 
to follow me into the locker 
room. This is still an option for 
the home site manager and 
the officials.” 

Sullivan doesn’t buy the 
argument that basketball is 
different than any other sport. 
“That argument that the close 
proximity of the fans in bas- 
ketball is not accurate,” he 
says. “Can you get any closer 
than soccer parents at the end 
of a game? Many times there 
are no police and many fans at 
those games. If we can’t sup- 
port a show of sportsmanship 
in high school sports, then 
indeed we are in a sad state as 
far as what interscholastic 
sports is all about.” 

Ed Harrison, Wilmington 
High School's Director of 
Athletics, certainly didn't 
sugar-coat the issue, leaving 
no doubt about just where he 
stands as his school’s basket- 
ball season gets underway. “I 
think it’s ridiculous that the 
referees don’t want to hang 
around and see the kids shake 
hands.” 

Everyone involved should 
think about staying on the bas- 
ketball court after that final 
buzzer, and then stay out of 
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court. Should there ever really 
be a need for anyone to tuck- 
tail and complain? Should 
either team ever walk away 
without telling the other guys 

‘nice game’? There should be 
no court date, no lawyers and 
no foul - a word that all offi- 
cials can easily relate to. , . 

Then, everyone can go home 
happy and no feelings will. be 
ruffled in the process. 
Common sense in sports needs 
to prevail. When it comes to 
common sense, Tewksbury 
High School Director of 
Athletics Brian Hickey leads 
the pack by a mile. 

Hickey looks at it basically 
as an unspoken obligation to 
his athletes. He doesn’t need a 
court or some board to ‘tell 
him how he wants his school’s 
athletes to react. Just do the 
right thing without legislating 
something so simple. 

“In the vast majority of 
cases, there is no issue,” Says 
Hickey. ‘I agree with the 
handshake provision. We all 
have an obligation to model 
correct behavior for young 
athletes. If there is truly a 
dangerous situation, the offi- 
cial still has the right to leave 
the court if he or she wishes.” 

Hickey said the two words 
that really get to the heart of 
the matter. There really is ‘no 
issue’ Show some class, con- 
gratulate your opponent and 
learn how to do the right thing 
without an official looking 
over your shoulder, even when 
you are on the short-end of 
some scoreboard. If you do all 
of the above, you won't need a 
lawyer to launch the ‘silly’ 
season. Is this the end of this 
discussion? I hope I've helped 
someone talk it all over. We 
won't need a lawyer for that 
one. Let’s shake on it, shall 
we?

Last season was certainly “a 
rebuilding year”.

125. There he finished second in 
the sectionals, second in the; 
Division 3 State Meet and fifth 
in the all-states. He will once 
again bump up two weight 
classes, this time to 135. 

“Stevie looks amazing,” said 
Pimental. “He looks absolutely 
incredible. He’s done so much 
hard work and he deserves 
every bit of good fortune 
because of all of the hard work 
he has put in to get ready for 
this season. He looks really 
good and I can definitely see 
him in the state finals once 
again. He could be 
Wilmington’s first ever three- 
time state finalist.” 

The team’s three other cap-

junior Tony Valente. Halliday is 
coming off a strong football 
season, after missing all of the 
wrestling season as a junior 
with a torn labarum suffered 
during the 2007 football season.

“Dillon looks great,” said 
Pimental. “He had to miss the 
whole wrestling season last 
year so he definitely has his 
work cut out for him.

He’s a very 
easy kid to coach. He takes the 
good with the bad, and he’s just 
such a joy to coach.” 

Sullivan is returning at the 
heavyweight division. Last year 
he finished fourth at the sec- 
tionals.

Cheerleading teams achieve difficult status again

The Wilmington Pop Warner 
cheerleading teams made it 
look easy again, even though 
what they accomplished what 
extremely difficult. This past 
weekend, 74 cheerleaders 
from Wilmington Pop Warner 
competed at the National

The ‘A’ team and the ‘D’ 
team . finished in second 
place, while the ‘C’ team 
placed fifth. Each of these 
teams are in different age 
brackets. The ‘A’ team com- 
peted in the Midget division, 
and the ‘C’ team competed in 
the Pee-Wee division. The ‘D’ 
tedm competed in the Junior 
Pee-Wee division. 

Wilmington Pop Warner has 
had at least one team repre- 
sented in the National 
Championships since 1999. 

While the cheerleaders 
made the Town of Wilmington 
proud again, the citizens 
should know that it took lots 
of hard work and dedication 
for the cheerleaders to get to 
Nationals. 

Debbie Smith is the 
President of the Wilmington 
Pop Warner League, and she 
has been a cheerleading 
coach in the program since 
1998. 

“AS a program, we're 
extremely proud of the cheer- 
leaders,” said Smith, who 
coached the ‘A’ team this past 
season. “The amount of work 
and dedication these girls 
have is remarkable. I can 
honestly tell you that they are 
the most disciplined and most 
dedicated athletes that I’ve 
seen in a long time.” 

It was not an easy road for 
any of the teams to get to 
Nationals. Smith said that all 
the teams had to go through 
many tournaments to make it 
to the National stage. 

“They have to go through a 
league qualifier in the 
Middlesex League which was 
held in October at Stoneham 
High School,“ said Smith. “All 
of the Wilmington cheerlead- 
ing teams advanced out of 
here in first place. Then they 
went to the Eastern Mass. 
Championship, which just 
eovers all of the Eastern 
Mass teams. This was held at 
the Tsongas Arena and they 
all once again came in first 
nlace.” 

The journey to Nationals 
does not stop after the 
Eastern Mass Championship. 
Smith said the Wilmington 
cheerleading teams had to 
perform well in two other 


stages before booking airlines 
to Orlando. 
“The Wilmington Opo 


Warner cheerleading teams 
had to also go through the 
New England Regional quali- 
fier,” said Smith. “In the qual- 
ifier, we competed against 
teams from Rhode Island, 
New Hampshire and Central 
Mass. At that competition the 
‘A team and the ‘C’ team 
came in first place and the 
‘D’ team came in second. 
“Then from there they 
moved on and went to the 
New England Regional 
Championship. This was held 
at the DCU Center in 
Worcester. 
*““The 'A’ team and the ‘C’ 
team came in first, and the 
‘D’ téam came in second. 


From there, they all 
advanced to Nationals.” 

The Wilmington Pop Warner 
program had the cheerlead- 
ing teams represented at 
Nationals almost every day . 
For example, the ‘D’ team 
competed on Monday, 
December 8th while the ‘C’ 
team competed on Tuesday, 
December 9th and the A team 
on Friday, December 12th. 

“All the girls were in and out 
of Florida in three days 
unless they had a sibling,“ 
said Smith. “The "D’ team 
came in on Saturday and left 
on Tuesday morning. It’s usu- 
ally a four day-three night 
stay unless you have a sib- 
ling. We did have about six 
families that had cheerlead- 
ers on the ‘D’ team and on 
the ‘A’ team so they were 
stuck in Florida for the 
week.” 

All the teams left Nationals 
with their heads held high 
knowing that they were some 
of the best PW teams in the 
entire country. 

“Our 'A’ team came in sec- 
ond at Nationals,” said Smith. 
“They are basically a young 
team but they are an 
extremely talented team. Our 
‘C’ team had a penalty which 
knocked them from third to 
fifth place. These two team 
just did not have great days, 
which is why they did not fin- 
ish first. They made some 
mistakes, but they still placed 
very high in the country 
which is great.” 

The ‘D’ team also finished 
in second place. The coach of 
this team, Jackie Welch, said 
she was very satisfied with 
how they performed as she 
coached one of the best PW 
cheerleading teams in the 
nation. 

“Watching the girls develop 
the different skills throughout 
the season and grow individu- 
ally as well as a team was 
tremendous,” said Smith. 
“They would not settle for 
anything less than the best. 
Watching them hold each 
other's hands on the National 
Floor and see their excited 
faces when they were called 
second place was great.” 

Welch is like all the other 
cheerleading coaches in the 
WPW league because she was 
one of many who were, 
coached by Smith. 

“All of the coaches in the 
program, with the exception 
of one coach, Nancy Sullivan, 
who I’ve worked with for 
years while coaching at 
Wilmington High School, all 
cheered for me and actually 
were on the first National 
team that went in 1999.” 

While each of the three 
teams that went to Nationals 
last week finished as some of 
the best in the country, Smith 
still does not think that they 
are getting the recognition 
they deserve. 

“] just don’t think the people 
in town really realize how 
strong the program is and 
how successful they are,” said 
Smith. “I think they think 
that it is just easy for them to 
get there. 

“J just don’t think that any- 
one cares, It’s almost like the 
town just expects them to be 
good and expects them to go, 
and it’s like they don’t realize 
how hard these kids really do 
work.” 

People should understand 
that it was a very long and 
difficult journey for all of the 
Pop Warner cheerleading 
teams to get to Nationals. 

Each of the teams had to 
compete against more than 
roughly 300 cheerleading 
teams in the New England 
area alone. When they get to 
Nationals, there is more than 
20,000 other Pop Warner 
teams, 

“Our ‘D’ team came in sec- 
ond but the team that beat 
them was first from Hawaii,” 
said Smith. “It’s not like they 
were beat by someone in their 
own backyard.” 

Smith added that she finds it 
amazing that the girls are 
already practicing and get- 
ting reading for next season. 

“There’s probably 12 kids

right now who are practicing 
for next season,” said Smith. 
“These kids started Pop 
Warner on August Ist and 
most of the teams throughout 
the league ended October 
26th. But these kids just 
ended this past weekend as 
they went through playoff and 
national competition. They 
just don’t stop and their focus 
is already for next year.” 

She also said that the future 
of the Wilmington Pop 
Warner cheerleading teams 
looks very bright, especially 
the team that she coaches as 
most of the players will be 
returning again next season. 

“Our ‘A’ team is extremely 
young and we will lose only 
one person off it next year,” 
said Smith. “Imagine with the 
dedication and all of their 
hard work what will happen 
next year.” 

All in all Smith said she is 
lucky to be a part of a pro- 
gram with some of the best 
cheerleading teams in the 
United States. 

“The Wilmington Pop 
Warner cheerleading teams 
are considered a powerhouse 
across the country,“ said 
Smith. “This is something 
that I take great pride in. It’s 
something that the Town of 
Wilmington should be very 
proud of too, to know that 
these kids are that dedicated 
and put that much time into 
something they are passion- 
ate about.”

Klaatu 
becomes a fugitive from our 
government and is abetted by a 
widow (Jennifer Connelly) and 
her stepson. 

The filmmakers dumped the 
first movie's religious imagery, 
deciding instead to focus on an 
environmental message 
humans better stop messing 
with the earth, or else.

Identifying food allergies 


Whether as a child or as an 
adult, nearly everyone has had 
a food allergy at one time or 
another. Though many people 
grow out of their food allergies 
as they grow older, some don't. 
In fact, some people don't even 
become aware of their food al- 
lergies until they reach adult- 
hood. - 


More often than not, recog- 
nizing a food allergy is rela- 
tively easy. That's because 
many food allergies are instan- 
taneous in their impact, pro- 
ducing symptoms within a few 
minutes of consumption. How- 
ever, some are not so quick to 
present themselves, and that 
can make them more difficult 
to identify. Identification is im- 
perative because, in some 
cases, allergies can cause se- 
vere inflammation and even 
disrupt the breathing process. 
The following symptoms are 
some of the more common in- 
dicators of a food allergy, 
which, as mentioned, can pres- 
ent itself moments after eating 
or several hours later. 


* Skin irritations: A food al- 
lergy could lead to hives, which 
likely won't appear immedi- 
ately but gradually in the hours 
after digestion. While hives are 
common, other skin irritations 
such as redness or swelling can 
result from a food allergy as 
well. 


* Joint pain: Joint pain is 
one potential symptom of a 
food allergy that does not pres- 
ent itself immediately. How- 


ever, food allergies can cause 
musculoskeletal pain, which 
can result in fatigue. For those 
who already suffer from arthri- 
tis, if the typical symptoms of 
arthritis are magnified after 
eating certain foods, that could 
be the result of a food allergy. 


* Respiratory problems 
Much like respiratory problems 
can appear for people during 
what's known as "allergy sea- 
son," many of those same prob- 
lems can be indicative of a food 
allergy as well. Runny nose, 
sneezing and congestion could 
indicate a food allergy. In addi- 
tion, breathing difficulties such 
as coughing and wheezing can 
also be the result of a food al- 
lergy. If you suffer an asthma 
attack or tightness of the chest 
after eating a certain food, that 
could be a sign of a food allergy 
and you should seek medical 
treatment immediately. 


Eating healthy is a goal for 
many people. Regardless of a 
person's age, the trend toward 
adopting a more healthy 
lifestyle is here to stay, and it 
often begins with altering our 
diets. 

But what are some ways we 
can tinker with our diets with- 
out having to completely re- 
move the foods we love? 
Fortunately, there are several 
easy ways to trim some fat 
from a daily diet without hav- 
ing to say goodbye to our fa- 
vorite foods. 

You can still eat meat, just 
choose wisely. Lots of people, 
particularly when they get a lit- 
tle older, are quick to assume a 
diet void of red meat is a 
healthy diet. However, red meat 
can still be enjoyed, but it's 
best to choose extra-lean cuts 
of red'meat and to eat meat in 
moderation. Even when you 
purchase extra-lean cuts, it's 
still a good idea to trim all vis- 
ible fat from both meat and 
poultry. 

Supplement soups without 
adding fat. Particularly in the 
colder months, soup is an appe- 
tizer and even an entree of 
choice. However, garnishing 
soups with bacon, high-fat 
creams or fried croutons can 
make an otherwise healthy 
soup a lot less so, In lieu of the 
traditional garnishes, choose 
enhancements like fresh herbs

or salad leaves. They'll add 
extra flavor but won't add any 
fat. 

Use marmalade or jam in- 
stead of butter. Fat can be 
trimmed from your morning 
breakfast as well. Instead of 
buttering your muffin or toast, 
choose healthier options such 
marmalade or jam. It's also a 
good idea to avoid adding but- 
ter to snacks. 

Make desserts healthier as 
well. Eating healthier doesn't 
have to involve deserting 
dessert either. Desserts can 
still be enjoyed by just chang- 
ing some ingredients. For ex- 
ample, fat can be reduced in 
most cake recipes simply by 
cutting the amount of butter in 
the recipe. Use half the amount 
of recommended butter, and re- 
place the other half with a 
dried fruit puree, which can be 
purchased at most grocery 
stores. The cake will stay just 
as delicious and you'll be able 
to enjoy it, confident that it's 
better for you. 

Use egg whites instead of 
whole eggs. Most cooking 
recipes include whole | eggs. 
However, replace whole eggs 
with egg whites, which have no 
fat and can be whisked into 
most recipes. You won't notice 
a.difference in the taste, but 
you'll be healthier for having 
made the change.

When the snow melts from 
chemical salts and sands, the 
runoff can flow into streams, 
rivers and possibly even local 
water supplies. Depending on 
which products are used, the 
results can range from reduced 
oxygen levels for marine life to 
killed vegetation or burnt lawns 
and shrubbery. Chemical de- 
icers can also be tracked in- 
doors, where they have the 
potential to damage carpeting 
and bring potentially haz- 
ardous residue inside the home. 
For households with pets or 
young children who crawl and 
play on the floor, chemicals 
nearby can be dangerous.

Here's how to handle snow removal and use as minimal an 
amount of chemical products as possible. 

* Shovel often and well. De-icing products only work on a thin 
layer of snow and ice, so it's wasteful and fruitless to toss salt 
down onto thick piles of snow. 

* Limit access to your home. If you have more than one entry 
into the home, limit use to only one door during the winter. This 
reduces the number of entryways that will need to be cleared and 
the amount of product used to keep them from getting slippery. 

* Sand isn't the best alternative to salt. Sand doesn't melt ice 
or snow, it just provides a little added traction. Sand runoff can 
cause sediment buildup in waterways. In lieu of sand, invest in 
special grippers that can be applied to the bottom of your shoes 
for added traction while walking. Also, some companies sell run- 
ners that can be placed on outdoor staircases and walkways for 
improved traction
